806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because of the presence of claims such as 
claim 1 1 which are evidence claims showing that the combination as claimed does not 
require the particular of the subcombination as claimed for patentability. The 
subcombination has separate utility such as for holding tubes in a steam generator or 
heat exchanger. 

Inventions II and (I, III) are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)).
